Two Pastel Portraits by Rosalba Carriera 


THE GENEROUS GIFT OF ALEXIS GREGORY 


wo superb pastel portraits by 

the eighteenth-century Venetian 

artist Rosalba Carriera are 
among a group of twenty-eight works 
bequeathed to the museum in 2020 by 
the late connoisseur and collector Alexis 
Gregory, the founder of Vendome Press. 
The pastels—now on display at Frick 
Madison—are stunning examples by one 
of Europe's most important female art- 
ists. The remaining works from Gregory’s 
bequest are undergoing study and con- 
servation and will be presented at Frick 
Madison in the early months of 2023. 

The pastels portray an unknown 
woman (cover) and man (opposite page) 
wearing shades of vibrant blue, gaz- 
ing directly at the viewer. While works 
by Rosalba are held by a number of 
American museums, the quality of these 
is among the best in the United States. 
At the Frick, they join a small group of 
pastel portraits: one each by Francis Cotes 
and Daniel Gardner that Henry Clay 
Frick acquired, and two by Jean-Baptiste 
Greuze, purchased for the museum in 
1996 by the late Edgar Munhall, then the 
Frick’s Chief Curator. 
Rosalba Carriera was born in 1673 

in Venice. From the early 1700s until 
the end of her life, she lived in the same 
house on the Grand Canal near the 
parish church of San Vio. Her father, 
Andrea, was a lawyer and civil servant, 
and her mother, Alba Foresti, was a cel- 


ebrated lacemaker. Rosalba had two 


younger sisters, Giovanna and Angela, 
and when her father was away on busi- 
ness she took over as the principal man- 
ager of the household. This cultivated 
in the young Rosalba a skill for business 
that would serve her well throughout her 
career. The three Carriera sisters were all 
intimately involved in the artistic life of 
Venice. Rosalba and Giovanna never mar- 
ried, and the two sisters worked together 
until Giovanna’s death, in 1738. Around 
1704, the youngest sister, Angela, married 
the painter Giovanni Antonio Pellegrini, 
whom she accompanied across the conti- 
nent as he pursued prestigious commis- 
sions from the courts of Europe. 

Rosalba began her career painting 


miniatures and was among the first to 


execute them on ivory rather than on 
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vellum. By her early twenties, her minia- 
tures were internationally renowned, and 
she later gained fame for her elegant pas- 
tel portraits, which she produced quickly 
after only one or two sittings. She was 
so celebrated that she became known 
across Europe simply as “Rosalba,” and 
prominent foreigners visiting the cosmo- 
politan city of Venice—principally from 
Britain, France, and Germany—flocked 
to her house and studio to sit for her. It 
was extraordinary for a woman to achieve 
this kind of fame in eighteenth-century 
Europe. In 1705, at age thirty-two, she 
was elected to Italy’s most prestigious 
artistic academy, the Accademia di San 
Luca in Rome, and only a few years 
later, her self-portrait was included in 
the collection of renowned artists’ por- 
traits assembled by the Medici family in 
Florence. In 1720 she was invited to join 
the Académie royale de peinture et de 
sculpture in Paris, another astounding 
achievement for a female artist. 

Over the course of her long career, 
Rosalba created a number of allegori- 
cal pastels, often in sets of four: the 
elements, the seasons, the known con- 
tinents, et cetera. The Christian alle- 


gory at left is part of the only complete

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set in the United States, which was 


recently reunited in a private collection 
in Connecticut. 

A number of foreign rulers, beginning 
with the Elector Palatine in Diisseldorf, 
tried to tempt Rosalba to move abroad, 
but she remained firmly in Venice. She 
did travel, however—exceptional for a 
single woman at the time—making trips 
to Paris (1720-21), Modena (1723), and 
Vienna (1731) to work for the imperial 
and French royal families, as well as local 
aristocrats. She enjoyed staying in con- 
tact with colleagues, patrons, and asso- 
ciates across Europe, and she counted 
among her close friends the painter Jean- 
Antoine Watteau and owned an album of 
his drawings. Her taste was refined, and 
we know from her letters and the inven- 
tories of the objects in her home that she 
purchased luxury goods, including sev- 
eral sets of Meissen porcelain cups. She 
also had a particular passion for imported 
drinks such as chocolate and coffee, which 
were considered quite exotic at the time. 

Sadly, the last ten years of Rosalba’s 


life were spent in isolation and darkness. 


In the mid-1740s, she began to lose her 
eyesight, and a number of painful surgical 
operations did not manage to spare her 
from an artist’s worst fear: complete blind- 
ness. On December 19, 1756, Rosalba 
drafted her final will, distributing “the 
little wealth that Our Lord allowed me to 
gain through my work in painting.” Her 
fortune was, in fact, considerable. She left 
nearly ten times more money than famed 
Venetian painter Canaletto bequeathed at 
his death a decade later. Rosalba’s young- 
est sister, Angela, by then a widow, was 
her principal heir. She left funds for her 
funeral and asked to be buried in the 
same tomb as her sister Giovanna, in the 
church of San Vio, near the family home. 
In 1813, the church was demolished, and 
unfortunately no trace remains of the 
Carriera tomb. 

Though the Frick’s two portraits by 
Rosalba were likely created around the 
same year and boast the same color pal- 
ette and dimensions, it is unlikely that 
these images are pendants. The size of the 
artist’s pastels is usually consistent, and 


she rarely portrayed husbands and wives. 
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The woman in the Frick pastel appears 
richly dressed, flaunting jewelry and flow- 
ers, the latter a particularly common fea- 
ture of Rosalba’s female portraits. She 
had a talent for depicting fabrics of dif- 
ferent textures, and her sitters marveled 
at how she recorded them for posterity 
in outlandish garments. The male sitter 
too is elegantly dressed, with a beautiful 
embroidered jacket and powdered wig. 
The black cape and the staff he holds are 
typical attributes of a pilgrim, and the 
combination of these objects with the 
casually placed tricorn hat suggests that 
he is wearing a costume for Carnival. 

Indeed, we know from invoices and 
contemporary accounts that Rosalba 
executed souvenir portraits of many of 
the foreign travelers and revelers who 
descended upon Venice for Carnival in 
the early months of the year, depict- 
ing them in masks and elaborate cos- 
tumes. One of the most beautiful of 
these depicts Charles Sackville, Earl of 
Middlesex and later znd Duke of Dorset 
(opposite page), who sat for Rosalba at 
least twice. The portrait still belongs to 
Sackville’s descendants. 

Beyond the unknown identities 
of the sitters, the unanswered ques- 
tions related to the Gregory pastels only 
increased when the two works were ana- 
lyzed in preparation for their display 
at Frick Madison. Hidden behind the 
strainer of the male portrait was a small 
woodcut, likely folded and placed there 
by Rosalba herself: The print (above) 
shows the Virgin and Child together 
with the three Magi, floating in clouds 


over the city of Cologne, where relics of

the Three Kings were believed to have 
been preserved since the Middle Ages. 
The image is accompanied by a prayer 

to the kings—Gaspar, Melchior, and 
Balthazar—written in a combination of 
Italian and Latin and asking them to pro- 
tect fellow travelers from the “bad hours 
of voyage, headaches, epilepsy, fever, 
witchcraft and any sort of malefice, and 
sudden death.” This seemingly mysterious 
piece of paper, called a santino in Italian, 


is linked to a long-standing German 


tradition. Because the Three Kings had 


safely journeyed from remote and distant 
lands to Bethlehem to worship the baby 
Jesus, they were viewed as the guardians 
of travelers. Small pieces of paper with 
handwritten (and later printed) prayers 
had been produced in Germany for cen- 
turies and purchased as talismans to pro- 
tect travelers during their long journeys; 
similar woodcuts were also produced 
in Rosalba’s native Veneto, in Padua in 
particular. 

It is unclear where Rosalba first 


got the idea to hide santini in her 
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commissioned works, but we learn from 
one contemporary source how she relied 
on their supposed powers of protection. 
On December 3, 1729, the Venetian aris- 
tocrat Pier Caterino Zeno wrote to Anton 
Francesco Marmi in Florence about 
Rosalba’s “distinct devotion to the Three 
Kings, who brought themselves to the 
adoration of the baby Jesus at the grotto 
of Bethlehem. Once she gave me a certain 
portrait to send to my brother in Vienna, 
and she gave me a little card of the three 
aforementioned adoring Magi; and said 
that to these she entrusted the safe out- 
ward journey of the portrait; adding, that 
whenever such little images had accom- 
panied her pictures, they had always 
arrived safely.” 

Like all pastels, Rosalba’s drawings 
are fragile, and she worried constantly 
about their safe passage to destinations 
abroad. Before the print was found in the 
Frick portrait, two similar woodcuts were 
discovered hidden behind pastels in the 
Royal Collection at Windsor Castle and 
at the Musée du Louvre, Paris. Similar 
prayers of varying designs were also 
found glued to the backboards of several 
of Rosalba’s pastels in the Gemaldegalerie 
Alte Meister, Dresden. The discovery at 
the Frick prompted a search for addi- 
tional santini hidden behind Rosalba’s 
works. Over the past year, thanks to the 
collaboration of museums and private 
collectors in America and Europe, I have 
been able to unframe more than fifty pas- 
tels by Rosalba (to date) and have found 
a number of prayers that previously had 
not been discovered. It has been extra- 
ordinarily poignant to find these little 
prints and unfold them, imagining 
that the last person to touch them was 
Rosalba herself.—Xavier F. Salomon, Deputy

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ewarding close and prolonged 

viewing, Giuseppe Penone’s 

series of eleven porcelain 
disks—on view publicly for the first time 
since their creation—is the result of a 
2013 collaboration between the artist 
and the famed Sévres porcelain manufac- 
tory in France. The disks synthesize broad 
themes from Penone’s body of work, 
notably his investigation of nature as the 
ultimate source of artistic inspiration 
and his explorations of more mutable 
definitions of sculpture. The beautifully 
subtle disks are shown in proximity to 
the Frick’s finest examples of European 
and Asian porcelain, which provide con- 
text for the long, transcultural history of 
the medium. Visually unassuming yet 
conceptually dense, the disks with their 


hand-drawn decoration evoke ripples in 


water, the rings that mark a tree's years of

growth, or even some body parts, such as 
breasts or eyes. 

Born in 1947 in Garessio, in the 
Piedmont region of Italy, Penone has 
employed a wide range of unconventional 
materials, shapes, and processes over his 
fifty-year career to challenge the funda- 
mental language of sculpture. A leader of 
Arte Povera, the Italian art movement of 
the late 1960s and early 1970s, he investi- 
gates the relationship between nature and 
art by utilizing humble materials such 
as tree trunks, thorns, water, rocks, and 
leaves, although other, more traditional 
media including bronze and clay are also 
present in his works. 

The eleven disks on display at Frick 
Madison belong to a broader, ongoing 
series of works initiated by the artist in 
1995 and collectively titled Propagazioni 
(Propagations). All made by hand and 
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often created over long periods of time, 
the Propagazioni comprise many differ- 
ent media; the disks are Penone’s first 
creations in porcelain. 

Among the largest pieces ever produced 
at Sévres, the disks—each measuring more 
than two feet in diameter—are made by 
slip casting, wherein liquid clay is poured 
into a plaster mold. This process accom- 
modates the large size of the disks, which 
would be difficult, if not impossible, to 
achieve on a wheel. Because large porcelain 
objects are more prone to crack during the 
firing process, the disks are a technical tour 
de force and an impressive achievement, 
even for the storied manufactory. 

Each disk features at its center one of 
the artist’s fingerprints applied in metal- 
oxide paint, from which concentric circles 
radiate across the surface, stopping short 
of the outer edge. Penone drew the thin 
rings by hand, using a specially manufac- 
tured pen to ensure the even distribution 
of paint. The eleventh disk, in gold (left), 
is a variation of the disk with a print of 
the artist’s right index finger. 

By combining sculpture and draw- 


ing, the disks transcend traditional

boundaries between the two art forms, 
blurring the distinction between the two- 
and three-dimensional and the visual 
and the tactile. Like many sculptures, 
they also seem to make time itself visible. 
The concentric rings, circling perpetually 
around a central point, evoke the revolu- 
tions of the hands of a clock or the pro- 
gression of a sundial, and thus in a way 
measure their own creation. The labo- 
rious process of drawing the fine lines 
records even the most minute hesitation 
of the artist’s hand and change in breath, 
manifested by a slight pooling of the 
paint or a thickening of the line. This 


time-consuming exercise is juxtaposed 


with a very different measure of time: 


the momentary instant when the artist’s 
finger touches the disk’s center to leave 
its mark. Further obscuring the boundar- 
ies between drawing and sculpture, the 
concentric pattern alters the viewer's per- 
ception of each disk’s shallow form by 
creating the illusion of greater depth. 
The disks also confront the division 
between nature and art, two histori- 
cally opposing categories. Penone's fin- 
gerprints serve as a metaphor for the act 
of creation—a record of the sculptor’s 
“touch” —while the radiating lines chart 
the effects of creation on the artist’s sen- 


sory experience. As much as the artist’s 
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hand shapes the mate- 
rial, it also is shaped by 
it. Penone’s work thereby 
seeks to highlight touch 
as the site of this recipro- 
cal relationship between 
human and material, be- 
tween nature and art. By 
foregrounding this meta- 
physical give-and-take, 
Penone suggests a redefini- 
tion of sculpture that is at 
once literal and abstract. 
Penone’s choice of an 
inverted dish-like form for 
his creations carries many 
associations—not least the 
centuries-long European 
obsession with porcelain 
following its discovery in 
Asia and the luxury table- 
ware produced at Sévres, 
Meissen, and other manu- 
factories. Through their 
material relationship with 
porcelain and evocation 
of creative processes at 
large, the disks suggest 
far-reaching artistic con- 
nections across time and 
place, made more dramatic when consid- 
ered alongside the Frick’s porcelain hold- 
ings. As such—and well aligned with the 
thought-provoking new encounters on 
offer at Frick Madison—the Propagazioni 
are works of both here and there, past 
and present, tradition and modernity.—

lection’s temporary residence in 

Marcel Breuer’s modernist set- 
ting, has prompted unexpected ways of 
considering the museum's Old Master 
paintings, drawing out poignant themes 
and illuminating details that may some- 
times be overlooked in familiar works. 
Part of a broader program of collabora- 
tions, educational offerings, and publi- 
cations featuring contemporary voices, 
Living Histories: Queer Views and Old Masters 
is a year-long project wherein four New 
York-based artists each presents a new 
work in conversation with iconic paint- 
ings from the permanent collection, with 
particular emphasis on issues of gender 
and queer identity historically excluded 
from narratives of early modern European 
art. Following presentations last fall 
by Salman Toor and Doron Langberg, 
visitors can now view Jenna Gribbon’s 
What Am I Doing Here? I Should Ask You 
the Same (right; through May 22) and 
Toyin Ojih Odutola’s monumental draw- 
ing The Listener (opposite page; through 
September 11). 

Gribbon presents a portrait of her 
partner unapologetically confronting the 
viewer, juxtaposed with Hans Holbein the 
Younger’s portrait of Thomas Cromwell 
(inside back cover), a merchant's son who 
rose to power under England’s Henry 
VIII. Gribbon was inspired by Holbein’s 
mastery of illusionistic painting and 


his meticulous rendering of individual

elements—a ring, a book, a velvet sleeve. 
For Gribbon, these objects become talis- 
mans and symbols of power and social 
status, proclaiming their owner’s right to 
be immortalized in oil. In her painting, 
she intensifies these “seductive features 
to the level of camp—camp being a cor- 
nerstone of the queer aesthetic.” Hence 
in her work there appear three jewel-like 
colors of velvet and six opulent rings to 
Cromwell’s one. The portrait’s exuberance 
and intensity stand in con- 
trast to its quotidian domes- 
tic setting. The presence of 
mundane details such as 
the radiator, wood floor, and 
doorframe draws attention 
to elements in Holbein’s 
Thomas Cromwell: for exam- 
ple, the peeling wallpaper, 
the paneled wood, and the 
exposed edge of the table 
beneath the green table- 
cloth. The title of Gribbon’s 
painting, What Am I Doing 
Here? I Should Ask You the 
Same, imagines encounters 
between the sitter, artist, 
and viewers, evoking ques- 
tions of validity, of who is 
“allowed” to be included in 
museums like the Frick. 
Gribbon’s painting dis- 
rupts the visual standoff 
between Cromwell and

of Sir Thomas More, profile portraits 
that have hung opposite each other in 
the Frick galleries for more than a cen- 
tury. In addition to replicating the ten- 
sion between the male political rivals, 
the encounter between Holbein’s and 
Gribbon’s works prompts reflection 

on gender and sexuality, especially as 
Gribbon’s subject turns from profile to 


unabashedly face Cromwell head-on, no 


less with her torso and breast exposed.

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Countering the historic representations 
of demure and blushing women so com- 
mon in European art—and in collections 
like the Frick—Gribbon’s sitter remains 
unflinching in our presence. Indeed, gen- 
der and power are central to the context 
of Holbein’s subject, who aided Henry 
VIII in his quest for absolute power, help- 
ing to dispense with two of the monarch’s 
wives in order to advance his own politi- 
cal career. 

Ojih Odutola’s chalk, pastel, and 
charcoal drawing is shown alongside 
Rembrandt's early portrait Nicolaes Ruts 
and his late, magisterial Self-Portrait of 
1658. The work is part of Ojih Odutola’s 
series of life-size works that take visual 
inspiration from, among other sources, 
distinctive rock formations found in her 
native Nigeria. (Forty drawings from this 
series were presented in A Countervailing 
Theory, a major traveling exhibition of 
2020-22.) The cycle chronicles an elabo- 
rate narrative of a prehistoric civilization 
of the artist’s creation, one ruled by queer 
female warriors, the Eshu, who dominate 
a serving class of male laborers, the Koba. 
These works are presented as societal rel- 
ics, as printed scans of fragile rock tablets 
unearthed during a fictional archaeologi- 
cal dig. Ojih Odutola’s narrative, which 
centers on a forbidden union between a 
ruling Eshu warrior and a Koba slave, pro- 
poses an imagined world in which tradi- 
tional relationships codified in historic 
European art are inverted: heterosexuality 
is aberrant, homosexuality is compulsory, 


and women rule men. Not surprisingly,

the artist sees structures of 
power in this fictive world 
that bear resemblance to 
those of our own. 

Ojih Odutola’s mythi- 
cal subject draws attention 
to the many fictions pres- 
ent in Old Master works. 
Rembrandt's Self-Portrait, for 
example, shows the aging 
artist holding a scepter-like 
staff and enthroned as if 
he were a king, yet he was 
destitute at the time the 
painting was made. The 
lone figure depicted in The 
Listener—derived from a past 
as invented as Rembrandt's 
self-presentation and, more 
broadly, canonical histo- 
ries of art—sits informally, 
her own staff resting in 
the crook of her arm. The 
similarities between the pat- 
terns on the figure’s flesh 
and the surrounding land- 
scape evoke the artist's 
long-standing interest in

The Library Celebrates Its Centennial 


NEW PUBLICATION COMMEMORATES 100 YEARS THROUGH 100 OBJECTS 


ON JANUARY 27, 1922, an art history 
class from Princeton University was 

the first group of researchers to visit 

the newly founded Frick Art Reference 
Library. While arguably other dates could 
be used to mark the centennial of the 
library’s founding, this occasion was cho- 
sen as it affirmed the nascent institution 


as a serious destination for the study of 


elen Clay Frick compiled 

seven comprehensive scrap- 

books of her trips to Italy 
in 1923-24, 1925, and 1927-28 to 
discover and photograph early Italian 
paintings and frescoes for the library’s 
Photoarchive. The scrapbooks docu- 
ment each trip as Helen filled them 
with snapshots of the cities, towns, and 
countryside she visited. She bought and 
included postcards of monuments as 
well as prints of artworks from Italian 
photography firms including Alinari, 
Brogi, and Lombardi. Helen annotated 
the pages with personal observations, 
discoveries, and lists of artworks she 
had seen in each location. 

On the second trip, in 1925, Helen 
was accompanied by her friend Pauline 
Wells and the art historian and critic 
FE Mason Perkins. On July 25, Helen, 


Perkins, and their party visited San 
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art history. A century later, the library is 
recognized as a preeminent center for art 
historical research and serves an interna- 
tional community of scholars. To com- 
memorate this important milestone, over 
the coming year we will be celebrating 
with special programs, digital content, 
and a new publication, One Hundred Objects 
in the Frick Art Reference Library. 


HELEN’S ITALIAN SCRAPBOOKS 


Francesco in Assisi. Scaffolding had 
been erected, and Helen recorded her 
excitement in the scrapbook: “..we had 
a wonderful opportunity of viewing the 
frescoes of the vaulting in the right tran- 
sept, choir & apse of the Upper Church 
of San Francesco! Mr. Perkins told us that 
the scaffolding would probably never be 
up in these parts again during our life- 
times—and in fact, some of these frescoes 
by Cimabue had never been seen before 
at such close range. We took advantage of 
the permit he had obtained which enabled 
us to climb over the barrel vaulting of the 
ceiling & to examine its construction from 
within the roof itself” In 1926, the pho- 
tographer Mario Sansoni used the tempo- 
rary scaffolding to take photographs for 
the Frick Art Reference Library. 

In January 1928, on their third trip 
to Italy, Helen and Pauline traveled to 


San Casciano in Val di Pesa (nine miles

southwest of Florence) to see three pan- 
els of a dismantled fourteenth-century 
altarpiece by Ugolino di Nerio (oppo- 
site page), which were being stored in 
a wardrobe in an apartment over the 
Church of the Misericordia. The scrap- 
book does not mention any details 
about the panels, but Pauline later 
described them on the mounts of pho- 
tographs taken by Sansoni in 1929. 
Here she noted that the panels depicted 
St. Peter, St. Francis, and a Madonna 
and Child with a donor. She also noted 
that some of the paint had flaked off, 
revealing the white gesso underneath. 
Through research and with the help 
of Perkins and Sansoni, Helen was able 
to acquire and commission photographs 
for the library of many other previously 
unpublished and little-known Italian 
works of art such as these.—Kerri A. 
Pfister, Photoarchivist 


Among the one hundred objects fea- 
tured, many running themes emerge. For 
example, the central role women played 
in the library’s history is notable. As 
opposed to the scores of male agents 
and dealers who helped Henry Clay 
Frick form his collection, the library was 
founded and, for decades, run exclusively 
by women, mirroring the profession at 
large. The first six chief librarians—Ruth 
Savord, Ethelwyn Manning, Hannah 
Johnson Howell, Mildred Steinbach, 
Helen Sanger, and Patricia Barnett—were 
responsible for the library’s major leaps 
forward, each one adapting to a rapidly 
evolving field while maintaining the 
institution's exacting standards. 

Technology is another of the book’s 
themes. Since its early days, the library 
has provided its patrons with the most 
cutting-edge resources available. Its core 
collection, the Photoarchive, relied on 
the relatively new medium 
of photography to bring 
images of artworks to schol- 
ars who otherwise would 
have had to travel far and 
wide to view works in per- 
son. The ensuing decades 
saw an explosion of inno- 
vations quickly adopted by 
the library—microfilming, 
digitization, web archiving, 
computer vision, and much 
more—which are touched 
on in the book. 

Opposite is an excerpt 
from One Hundred Objects, 
detailing the scrapbooks that Helen Clay 
Frick compiled during several trips to Italy 


in the 1920s, which she undertook to

gather images as part of her mission to 
expand access to previously undocu- 
mented works of art. 

This publication takes stock of the 
library’s many achievements, helping us to 
imagine how it might continue to evolve 
in the next hundred years and beyond.—

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The Frick Loses a 
Dear Friend, Trustee 
Sidney R. Knafel 


Last December, The Frick Collection 

lost its dear friend Sidney R. Knafel, 
who served on the Board of Trustees for 
nearly a decade. Sid was an extraordinary 
man: generous with his time, a knowl- 
edgeable and discerning collector, and an 
impassioned patron of the arts. 

Born in 1930 and educated at Harvard, 
Sid was a successful businessman and 
exemplary philanthropist, supporting 
numerous institutions and causes dedi- 
cated to learning, culture, and health. 

He founded and led various corpora- 

tions during his career, including Insight 
Communications, which later was acquired 
by Time Warner Cable. As a Trustee, he 
was a thoughtful adviser and dedicated 
leader. Although modest about his own 
collecting, he had one of the world’s fin- 
est collections of French faience, ultimately 
promising seventy-five of his best pieces to 
the museum. At Frick seminars and pro- 
grams, he asked penetrating questions and 
enlivened the discussions with his signifi- 
cant knowledge of the decorative arts. Over 
the years, he and his wife, Londa Weisman, 
herself an artist, were a warm presence at 
many Frick gatherings and celebrations. 


Sid supported a number of the Frick’s 
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special exhibitions and was passionate 
about expanding its permanent collection, 
advocating to establish an acquisitions 
fund and acquiring two important works 
of art for the museum, a pair of exquisite 
candelabra by Gouthiére and a rare Saint- 
Porchaire ewer. Notably, he was among the 
first to support the Frick’s renovation proj- 
ect, which accelerated its success in its early 
stages. All of us here will remember Sid for 
his kindness, generosity, and humor. He 


will be greatly missed. 


Library Acquires 
Significant Gallery 
Archive 


The Frick Art Reference Library recently 
received the archives of the Rosenberg 
& Stiebel gallery, generously gifted by 
Gerald G. Stiebel, the grandnephew of 
the firm’s founder. 

Rosenberg & Stiebel was founded in 
Frankfurt in 1874 and became a trans- 
atlantic firm when Gerald’s father, Eric, 
established Stiebel Ltd. in New York 
in 1939. One of the last major gallery 
archives held in private hands, it docu- 
ments activities primarily during the 
twentieth century, including transactions 
during and after World Wars | and II. 
Of note is the 1949 sale to the Frick 
of Jacob van Ruisdael’s Landscape with a 
Footbridge, as well as dealings with Helen 
Clay Frick, the library’s founder. 

This acquisition is joined by the 
archives of Gerald’s wife, the art historian 
Penelope Hunter-Stiebel. These materi- 
als span her tenure at The Metropolitan 
Museum of Art, where she revived the 
study of twentieth-century decorative 
arts, the Portland Art Museum, and 


other independent projects. 
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These important archives join simi- 
lar resources in the Frick Art Reference 
Library that support provenance research 
and the study of the history of collect- 
ing. The materials will be available for 
consultation in the reading room at Frick 


Madison and online this summer.
